LaGRANGE, Ga., Jan. 11.—Fire 
of undetermined origin swept threugh 
a portion of LaGrange’s main busi- 
ness section here tonight, destroying 
five buildings and damaging six othe- 
ers before it was brought under con- 
trol. 

Firemen from five neighboring 
Cities aided in subduing the flames. 

The blaze started about 5:20 o'clock 
and an hour later the crackling red 
wave that swept over the business 
district threatened the entfre city. 
Trucks from Atlanta, West Point, 
Newnan, Hogansville and Roanoke, 
Ala., answered calls for assistance. 

The buildings destroyed included the 
LaGrange hotel; an empty building

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(/#® 
President Hoover tonight issued 
the following statement on the 
death in New York of Nathan 
Straus, leader of American Jewry: 

“The death of Mr. Nathan 
Straus removes from our national 
lite a venerable figure which will 
be sadly missed, a Jewish leader 
whose vision of service transcended 
all limits of race or creed and a 
philanthropist whose benefactions, 
especially in behalf of children, 
were of permanent value.”

Straus, philanthropist and leader | 
of American Jewry, died peacefully in 
4:30 a.m. today at his | 
apartment in the San Remo hotel. | 
Had he lived until January 31 he | 
would have been S3 years old.

Word of the death was cabled to | 
another son, Hugh Grant Straus, in 
Paris. 

Mr. Straus was a native of Ger-, 
many but came with his family to | 
America in 1854, settling in Talbot- | 
ton, Ga. He spent his early boyhood 
there, remaining until after the War 
Between the States. 

Nathan Straus, Jr., said his fa- | 
thers death was “a case of a man 
S2 years old whose heart has been | 
none too strong.’ 

In speaking of “the biggest things” | 
Nathan Straus accomplished, his son 
today quoted from a book written by 
the philanthropist’s wife, whose death 
occurred jast spring. 

These “biggest things” were his 
work for the relief of distress in the 
winters of 1892-98 and 1803-94: the 
securing of a supply of pure milk for 
infants and children; and the coining | 
of the word “preventorium”’ to re- 
place “sanatorium” with which the 
treatment of tuberculosis had been 
cenerally associated.

Shortly after the receipt of the private wire and before the above 
letter reached me, a telegram dated May 2, came from Major General 
Hugh L. Scott, chief of staff, containing the opening words, ‘‘For your 
eye alone,’ followed by a message in code: 

Under plans under consideration is one which will require among 
other troops, four infantry regiments and one artillery regiment from 
your department for service in France. If plans are carried out you 
will be in command. You will be in command of the entire force. 
Wire me at once designation of the regiments selected by you and 
their present stations. 

I construed this message to mean that these troops were to form 


|a division, which, together with such other troops as might be sent over 
at once, would be under my command. 


Within a day or so after the receipt of Scott’s telegram it was inti- 


'mated to Colonel M. H. Barnum, my chief of staff, that we might be 


called upon for a recommendation, and after consultation with him |] 


| selected the Sixteenth, Eighteenth, Twenty-sixth and Twenty-eighth regi- 


ments of infantry and the Sixth field artillery. These, together with 
two other artillery regiments and the necessary auxiliary units, were later 
organized as our First division. 

I had scarcely given a thought to the possibility of my being selected 
to be in supreme command of our forces abroad, as afterwards developed,

Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, Louisiana, 
Montana and Washington. 

As listed by him each of _ these 
states will send to the next congress 
two senators ready to vote for sub- 
mission with the exception of Mary- 
land, Ohio, Louisiana, Montana and 
Washington. He listed one senator in 
each of these states. 

In the list of representatives, Cur- 
ran placed 32 of the 43 New York 
delegation, 21 of 27 in Lllinois, 14 
out of 16 in Massachusetts, three out 
of three in Khode Island, 10 out of 
22 in Ohio, 5 out of 5 in Connec- 
ticut and 5 out of 6 in.

He was prompted to make that res- 
olution because lack of money many 
times prevented him from satisfying 
his own hunger and to him hunger be- 
came the typification of all suffering. 

In later life he was enabled to 
carry out the determination of his 
boyhood, it being said that he spent 
more than $2,500,000 in philanthro- 
pies, mostly in relieving the poor. 

The work which brought gréatest 
recognition to Mr. Straus was the dis- 
tribution to the children of New York 
of pasteurized milk, a system he origi- 
nated and maintained at his own ex- 
pense many years. His laboratories, 
distributing the milk at one cent a 
bottle, were credited with having sav- 
ed the lives of thousands of babies in 
‘the metropolitan district. . 

Other philanthropies included the 
distribution of coal during the panic 
of IS03 at the rate of 25 pounds for 
five cents; the mamtenance of lodg-

“As a boy I can never remember 
when I wasn’t hungry,’ Mr. Straus 
said late in life. “I used to see 
bunches of ripe bananas hanging in 
the stores and long for enough money 
to buy just one. I suppose hunger 
came to typify all kinds of suffering 
to me and I made up my mind that 
as soon as I was able I’d do all I 
could to help the other fellow.” 

Nathan Straus was born-at Otter- 
burg, Rhenish Bavaria, Germany, 
January 31, 1848. A few years later 
his father, Lazarus Straus, became in- 
volved in an unsuccessful revolution- 
ary movement there and the family 
was forced to emigrate hastily 
America. ‘They settled in Talbotton, 
Ga., in 1854, where Lazarus Straus 
opened a little store. 

Nathan, who entered school at Col- 
lingsworth Institute, was eventually 
given a corner in the store. Knowing 


'that face powder was a luxury diffi- 


cult for the southern women to ob- 
tain, he began his business ventures 
by grinding a 25-cent lump of talcum 
powder into four balls which he sold 
for 10 cents apiece—a gross profit 
of 15 cents. 

When the Civil War came, sweeping 
away the little store and leaving be- 
hind a collection of debts, Lazarus 
Straus moved to New York where 


Nathan joined in the efforts to estab-— 


lish another business and repay the 
family debts. 

After graduating as class orator 
from Packer’s Business College in 
1866 he became a traveling salesman 
for the crockery business which his 
father and brother, Isidore, had es- 
tablished in the basement of Captain 
R. H. Macy's store then at Thirteenth 
street and Sixth avenue. The debts 
the crockery 
business grew, with branch factories 
in Europe. 

Nathan and Isidore became mem- 
bers of the firm of R. H. Macy & 
Co., eventually obtaining sole owner- 
ship. Several years later Nathan 
Straus and his brother bougét an in- 
terest in the department store of 
Wechsler & Abraham, of Brooklyn, 
and the firm name was changed to 
Abraham & Straus. 

Mr. Straus’ health was noticeably 
affected by the Titanic disaster in 
1912 when the lives of his brother 
Isidore and his wife were lost. He re- 
tired from business soon afterward 
and devoted himself to philanthropic

In 1875 Mr. Straus married Lina

The men had been gambling since 
early Saturday night, it was report- 
ed Sunday. In all between 40 and 
50 persons are said to have visited 
the game, cuming and going as the 
night wore on.

building. A hold-up plot there was 
nipped in the bud when the gamblers 
learned of the intention to raid the 
game. They moved to a hotel where 
they operated unmolested until last 
summer when they were located by 
the bandits, held up and robbed. 

Games Moved About. 

After that hold-up a council of war 
was held and it was decided to stage 
the game in various apartments, keep- 
ing it moving to avoid the risk of fac- 
ing a pistol. Spotters were placed in 
front of downtown hotels and thea- 
ters to tell customers the location of 


the game, being directed to tell only | 


those who were supposed to know. 

However, with the coming of hard 
times and a general depression in 
bootlegging and other rackets’ the 
game's “play” slowed down and the 
gamblers were forced to move back 
downtown to keep the game alive. 
They have been “meeting” at various 
hotels, continuing to use the spotters 
to drum up the clientele. 

Though only about $3,000 was 
handed over by the participants in 
Sunday morning’s game there have 
been times when if hold-gp men had 
successfully visited the game_ they 
would have obtained from $15,000 to 
$20,000 and sometimes more. Most of 
the money reaching the game came 
from bootleggers, race track bookies 
and generall all around hustlers who 
have felt keenly the lash of depression 
and today are striving hard for “saw- 
bucks” where they formerly strived 
just as hard and got “centuries.”

The Rock of the Republic. 

In many conversations with Presi- 
dent Cincinnatus Peepul I was made 
to understand that the citizens of Gal- 
atopia look upon their “Bill of 
Rights” as®the rock of the republic.” 
It was the original compact adopted 
by them when they organized as a 
political society. 

It preceded the adoption of the con- 
stitution and is a people’s ordinance, 
separate from and superior to the 
powers defined and delegated to gov- 
ernment departments and officers, It 
is. so established because it enumer- 
ates those natural, inalienable and in- 
defeasible rights of the citizen that 
must ever remain excepted from the 
powers of government. 

Therefore nothing contained in the 
constitution proper may be construed 
to deny or defeat any of the liberties 
(so embalmed in the “Bill of Rights.” 
They must be upheld and enforced 
| by the legislative, executive and ju- 
|dicial departments without debate or 


| restriction.

An Unusual Constitution. 

The constitution itself is an un- 

usual document. It contains only 
seven comprehensive articles, modeled 
quite closely upon the constitution 
originally adopted for the United 
States. It is so carefully and tersely 
phrased as to use only about 3,500 
words and it has not been subjected 
to any subsequent amendment. 
_The explanation why the constitu- 
tion has not been patched and plas- 
tered with amendments is that it is a 
constitution of a frame and®mode of 
general government, and not a code of 
special acts of legislation. 


The people of Galatopia trust them- 
selves. They believe themselves in- 
telligent and practical enough to meet 
the emergencies of their life by meas- 
ures demanded by their circum- 
stances, and so they keep power close- 
ly and always in their own hands. 


The Liberties of Legislation. 

Galatopia ig organized most firmly 
upon the principles of free govern- 
ment expounded by Thomas Jeffer- 
son, whom they recognize as the 
world’s chief- apostle of workable 
democracy. . 

The republic is not made up of 
semi-sovereign, autonomous states, as 
is the United States. Nor is it-made 
up of-counties in lieu of states, but 
the territory and people are “dis- 
tricted,” each district composed of 
nearly equal population. 

The legislature is not a “congress,” 
but a “general assembly” that is uni- 
cameral—that is, it is a simple body 
and not divided into senate and house. 
The senate idea was cut out as un- 
necessary, expensive and obstructive 
of majority and prompt legislative 
action. That absence of a senate has 
been justified by the almost unbroken 
experience of this nation and _ its 
states.

Local Legislation Rightly Placed. 

The general assembly is rigidly de- 
nied power ahd authority to enact 
local and special laws. It can enact 
only such laws as affect the people 
in general by establishing statutes of 
general application only. 

All matters oflocal character must 
be dealt with by the people of the 
district to be affected. Those by-laws 
and regulations are enacted either by 
initiative and referendum, or by lim- 
ited district councils elected biennial- 
ly by the people of the district. 

The object is to bring the most in- 
timate concerns of their government 
the closest possible to the people, 
thereby keeping them interested in 
government and casting upon them 
the sole responsibility for their local 
welfare and burdens. The plan works 
out that way.

Chief Magistrate and Courts. 

The president’is a real chief mag- 
istrate elected and sworn to uphold 
the constitution and enforce it and 
the laws authorized by it. He is 
authorized to use all the powers of 
the republic to those ends. 

The courts are established upon the 
order of our federal judicial system, 
but in. criminal matters the national 
courts deal only with felonies. The 
police courts of the district have full 
and final jurisdiction in misdemean- 
ors unless a plain constitutional ques- 
tion arises in any one of them. 

Education ,is wholly under control 
and at the expense of the general 
government. 

And the constitution catget be 
changed except by a majority vote of 
the people. It can be altered or abol- 
ished by them at will.

THE RESPIRATION MACHINE. 

Schafer’s prone-pressure method of 
artificial respiration or resuscitation 
is recognized as the most effective we 
can use in all cases of drowning, gas- 
sing, electric shock, or cessation or se- 
rious depression of breathing from any 
cause. 

In some few communities orly 
manned as to medical or hospital serv- 
ice, they are still using antiquated pul- 
motors or lung-motors, usually in the 
hands of well-meaning but uneducated 
firemen, policemen or life guards. 
Hamlets and backward towns have 
been “stuck” with these spectacular 
machines and the fiscal authorities 
just hafe to scrap the gadgets now, 
incidentally the politicians reluct to 
pass up all the grand newspaper pub- 
licity the infliction of such a machine 
on a victim is sure to bring to all 
hands implicated in the atrocity. 

It seems the Boy Scouts and Girl 
Scouts are growing up and getting big 
enough, physically and intellectually, 
to have something to say about the 
proper method of resuscitation, and 
against these more intelligent citizens 
the high-pressure salesmen for the 
dangerous breathing machines are not 
so successful. 

But there are two kinds of appara- 
tus which deserve unqualified approv- 
al, provided they are used only by 
physicians or those with special train- 
ing. First, the inhalator, a mere rub- 
ber bag by means of which the pa- 
tient, while receiving Schafer prone- 
pressure resuscitation, may have oxy- 
gen or air mixed with perhaps 7 per 
cent of carbon dioxide, to inhale. 
Wherever and whenever such an in- 
halator is at hand it is a great help in 
the resuscitation. Every hospital 
worthy of the name should have in- 
halators ready for all emergency calls. 
Firemen and policemen should _ be 
compelled to keep their hands off all 
such treatment. It is not so much for 
the oxygen administered by the inha- 
lator, but rather for the carbon diox- 
ide, which is the natural stimulant to 
the respiration. This effect of the in- 
halator makes it a valuable agent in 
the treatment of various conditions in 
which the breathing is shallow or en- 
feebled. 

The other apparatus which has 
proved of real value is the Drinker 
respirator, which is a metal cabinet 
just large enough to accommodate the 
patient’s body. ‘There is an adjust- 
able rubber diaphragm or collar so 
that the patients head remains out- 
side of the cabinet. There is an elec- 
tric motor which can be regulated so 
that the air pressure around the pa- 
tient’s body within the cabinet may be 
varied from slightly less than natural 
atmospheric pressure to slightly more 
—these rythmic variations of pressure 
serve to inflate and deflate the chest 
regularly as in natural breathing. This 
apparatus has shown itself particular- 
ly life-saving in cases of paralysis of 
the respiratory muscles. In such cases 
any other known method of artificial 
respiration becomes in itself an or- 
deal for both the patient and the 
attendants, after the first hour or two. 
By means of the Drinker apparatus 
many victims of infantile paralysis 
otherwise doomed to succumb may be 
saved. A smaller size adapted for 
the establishment of respiration § in 
feeble or prematurely born infants 
is being used with happy results in 
various progressive hospitals. The 
full size apparatus at present costs

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FARM CONFERENCE 
PROGRAM ARRANGED 


Complete Details of Meet- 
ing in Athens Announced 
By Dr. Soule. 


ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 11.—The com- 
plete program for the twenty-fourth 
farmers’ week and marketing confer- 
ence, to be held here January 26-31, 
was announced Saturday by Dr. An- 
drew M. Soule, president of the Geor- 
gia State College of Agriculture, and 
director of the conference, 

It has been the fixed policy of the 
College of Agriculture for the past 
quarter of a century to hold annually 
a conference on farming and market- 
ing problems, especially as pertaining 
to Georgia. 

Discussing the conference, Dr. Soule 
said: 

“Agriculture and the people en- 
gaged in its several phases, have been 
passing through a trying period. The 
business depression has emphasized 
the need for more serious efforts on 
the part of each person concerned, if 
we are to bring about a measure otf 
economic well-being and social con- 
tentment among rural people.” _ 

The “re-establishment of rural life 
in Georgia” is to be the theme of the 
1931 meeting, stated Dr. Soule, who 
said that this theme was chosen be- 
cause of the present need for an agri- 
cultural program for the state which 
will place the agricultural industry 
upon a more sound economic basis 
than heretofore. : ; 

One of the most comprehensive, in- 
structive and interesting programs 
ever presented at the annual confer- 
ence has been arranged, with every 
division of the agricultural college 
contributing its share of the program 
along its particular line of work. The 
divisions of the college are: Agricul- 
tural, education, agronomy, extension, 
animal husbandry, poultry husbandry, 
agricultural engineering, forestry, ag- 
ricultural economics and marketing, 
veterinary medicine, horticultural sci- 
ence and physical education. 

The conference will consist of morn- 
ing, noon and evening sessions. The 
opening address, on “What Education- 
al Institutes Have Contributed to Our 
Agricultural and Industrial Develop- 
ment,” will be delivered by Dr. Soule 
on the morning of January 26. . 

Speakers who have been engaged to 
take part on the program have been 
chosen from among the leaders of the 
banking, industrial, and agricultural 
fields of the nation. 

Addresses of the speakers will be 
along the lines of agricultural and in- 
dustrial relief, better methods of mer- 
chandising cotton, the relation of 
civic organizations to agricultural 
progress, the development and orien- 
tation of the markets, rural credit, 
the production of pure-bred poultry, 
livestock, and pure seed, and the re- 
lation of power machinery to improv- 
ed farm practices.

_- No real reform in Georgia's tax sys- 

tem can come until there is a new 
constitution written, 
Will ©. Stokes, of Twiggs county, de- 
clared in an interview Sunday in 
which he discussed matters pending be- 
fore the genera! assembly now in ex- 
traordinary session, 

Mr. Twiggs said: 

“Two bundred and fifty-eight honor- 
able men are now assembled in an ex- 
traordinary session of the legislature, 
and the great majority of them are 
approaching the serious work to be 
done, cautiously, intelligently and 
courageously. They are here to do 


their duty as they see it as true Geor- | 


gians who love their state. 


“Despite some humorous-minded but 
ill-timed jokers, despite an ugly dis- 
position on the part of a very few 
to play horse, and to try to embarrass 
our governor, and despite the over- 
enthusiastic attempt to inject partisan 
politics, the present. legislators are 
pretty honest and serious-minded men 
who are determined to find the way 
to solve our problems; and they will 
find a way before they return to their 
constituents to answer for their stew- 
ardships. 

“It is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that this legislature, at its last 
regular session, made progress and 
en :ted measures of which they have 
no occasion to be ashamed. 

“Citizens of Georgia know that 
what we need most is a new tax sys- 
tem from bottom to top; a thorough 
revision, a revision and a system that 
will establish the lines of justice be 
tween all classes that will equitably 
adjust the burden, taking the oppres- 
sive load off the bent back of the 
classes whose very economic life is 
threatened, and adjusting the load to 
the backs of those strong enough to 
share it, and who in God’s name ought 
to share the load. 

“Logically, we are led to the in- 
evitable conclusion that while we have 
done the best we could under the cir- 
cumstances, still we know that no real 
reform can be effected and an ade- 
quate and equitable system worked 
out until such time as we can rewrite 
a state constitution.

discussed constitution convention. We 
will not always remain apathetic and 
lethargic. We will write a new con- 
stitution, and we will formulate a tax 
system that will be a model for other 
states to follow, and then we will 
have sufficient revenue to run our 
schools and institutions in such a fine 
and wonderful way that we will be- 
come the real Empire State in reality, 
and not in a foolish and worn-out 
sentiment. 

Propaganda Challenged. 

“Many of us very seriously chal- 
lenge the propaganda that we are al- 
ways over-appropriating. It is true 
that we may work out a reorganiza- 
tion of our departments and co-ordi- 
nate them in such a way that we can 
function more efficiently and econom- 
ically. The writer: is for this 100 
per cent if it can be done. However, 
this subject has been over-talked. 
Facts reveal that our percentage for 
governmental managemeht is pretty 
_low now, but let us improve this per- 
centage. It is true again that we can 
effect a saving of about $500,000 a 
year if we find it wise to abolish what 
many think unnecessary educational 
institutions, and we may effect many 
other improvements in savings. How- 
ever, at the best, we are only doing 
high-class patchwork and can do no 
_ better until we have a new constitu- 
tion and an adequate tax system, 
worthy of a great and proud people. 

“Over-appropriation? Fiddlesticks 
and piffle! Over-appropriation, when 
we let the unfortunate insane lie in 
common jails or place the burden on 
their unfortunate families; over-ap- 
propriation, when we withhold a few 
dollars that might save our tubercular

Other Nations’ War Responsibility 

And yet, in reviewing the. previous ten years one could see that 
events had distinctly and unmistakably pointed that way. Without 
entering into a discussion of the more remote causes of the war, in 
which, perhaps, all European nations that were involved must share 5 
certain responsibility, it is sufficient to say that throughout their history 
during the preceding 50 years, with its background of age-old racial 
and religous prejudices, the attitude of United Germany amid the maze 
of shifting alignments, diplomatic entanglements and conflicting mational 
ambitions had become more and more aggressive and dominating. 

The action of Germany following the Sarajevo incident suddenly 
forced the conclusion upon other peoples that its leaders intended to 
avail themselves of this opportunity to establish Germany, if possible, as 
the dominant power of Europe. 

As we know, the German militarists held up to their people the fear 
of the Slav as one reason for going to war, and frightened the financial 
interests by pointing out the danger of losing national prestige and com- 
merciak advantage unless Slav ambitions were checked. ine, 

The German people were led to believe that the army was invincible 
and were flattered by the thought of the glory and the national prestige 


The German military machine itself was without doubt more nearly 
perfect and powerful than any that had ever before existed. The great 
general staff had fully considered every condition necessary to military 
success, and even solemn treaty obligations were not to stand in the way. 
The hour for Germany to take advantage of her opportunity had arrived. 
The details of what happened in the beginning are well known and the 
world has long since fixed the blame where it properly belongs—on the 
shoulders of the then German government. 

The violation of Belgian sovereignty afforded Germany the advantage 
of invading France from the most favorable quarter, yet it was no justi- 
fication for her to claim that strategical considerations impelled her to 
disregard the treaty. If at the time of signing the treaty Germany har- 
bored the secret reservation that under certain circumstances she might 
ignore it, the deception presents the strongest kind of evidence of her 
war guilt. Moreover, this overt act served to give notice to all nations, 


purpose to conquer her ancient enemy once for all. 

I cannot escape the conviction that in view of this defiance of neutral 
rights the United States made a grievous error in not immediately enter- 
ing a strong protest. 

The argument might be made that as our government was not a 
signatory to the treaty its violation was none of our business.

buf scarcely a move was made to 
carry it out prior to our attual en- 
trance in the war. 

Thus we presented the spectacle 
of the most powerful people in the 
world sitting on the sidelines almost 
idly watching the enactment of the 
greatest tragedy of all time, in 
which we might be compelled at any 
minute to take an important part. 

It is almost inconceivable that 
there could be such an apparent lack 
of foresight in administration cir- 
cles regarding the probable neces- 
sity for the expansion of our mili- 
tary forces and so little appreciation 
of the time and effort that would be 
required to prepare for effective 
service. ! 

The inaction on our part played 
into the hands of Germany, as she 
knew how long it would take us to 
put an army into the field, and gov- 
erned herself accordingly. In other 


words, the date of resuming indis- 


criminate submarine warfare, Febru- 
ary 1, 1917, was timed with the idea 
that the greater part of neutral and 
British shipping could be destroyed 
before we were ready, should we by 
any chance enter the war. 


What Might Have Been. 


Let us suppose that instead of ad- 
hering to the erroneous theory that 
neutrality forbade any move toward 
preparation we had taken the pre- 
caution in the spring of 1916 to or- 
ganize and equip an army of half a 
million combatant troops, together 
with the requisite number of supply 
troops for such a force This could 


| have been done merely by increasing 


the regular army and national guard 
to war Strength. It would have given 
us the equivalent of 40 French, Ger- 
man or average British divisions

The actual situation at that time 


on the western front was more fa-/|, 


vorable for the allies than at any 
previous time. The strength of the 
German forces there had been great- 
ly reduced because of the necessity 
for supporting the Russian front. 
Although reports were filteri in 
regarding the beginning of the revo- 
lution there was little to indicate 
that Russia was not still a factor to 
be reckoned with. Actually the al- 
lies had an advantage of something 
over 20 per cent in numbers, French 
morale was high, due to their suc- 
cessful defense of Verdyn, and the 
British armies had reached their 
maximum power. 

Under these conditions it is not 
extravagant to assert that the addi- 
tion of 500,000 American combat 
troops at that time would have 
given the allies such a _ prepon- 
derance of force that the war could 
have been brought to a victorious 
conclusion before the end of that 
year. Even without such aid, the 
confidence of the allies led them to 
undertake a general offensive in 
April. Although it ended in defeat, 
especially for the French, who were 
under the command of General 
Nivelle, the failure can be attrib- 
uted to a large extent to lack of 
secrecy in its preparation. A well- 
planned campaign with the assist- 
ance of half a million Americans 
would have told quite another story. 

Thus through a false notion of 
neutrality, which had prevented 
practically all previous preparation, 
a favorable opportunity to assist the 
allies was lost, the war was pro- 
longed another year and the losses 
in human life tremendously _in- 
creased. é, 


But, from another viewpoint, it is 
not improbable that if we had been 
thus prepared our rights would have 
been respected and we would not 
have been forced into the war. We 
Shall see as we proceed how great 
were the difficulties to be overcome 
because of our inexcusable failure to 
do what common reason long before 
our entry into the war plainly in- 
dicated should have been done. 


The only training any of our 
forces received, except the ordinary 
routine, during the year prior to 
1917, was given to the troops then 
in Mexico and to those stationed 
along the border. 

President Wilson recommended 
the draft as the best method of rais- 
ing an army. In discussions in con- 
gress on the subject, many mem- 
bers were in favor of the volunteer 
System.

Yankey, prominent Atlanta physician,

FACE LAWMAKERS,

respectively, for discussion. Cemmis- 
sioner of Agriculture Eugene Tal- 
madge, whose department is sponsor- 
ing the powdered milk bill, will ap- 
pear before the committee to urge its 
passage. The measure received favor- 
able committee action in 1929 but 
was kept from the floor for discus- 
sion by the rules committee. 

Outstanding in the legislative pro- 
gram today, however, will be the 
transmission by Speaker Richard B. 
Russell, Jr., to members of informa- 
tion sought by the house and fur- 
nished by Captain J. W. Barnett, 
chairman of the state highway board, 
showing the contractual obligations of 
the board and the revenue anticipated 
during the year. 

This information is certain to have 
an important bearing on the course 
the extra session will follow in view 
of agitation to divert the funds of 
the highway department to the gen- 
eral treasury in order to meet the 
deficit. Governor Hardman’s own 
Suggestion in this connection, given 
to the legislature in his message de- 
livered last Tuesday, is that $2,225,- 
000 of the tag tax for 1930 and 1931 
be borrowed to pay the obligations 
the state has incurred in meeting 
appropriations authorized by legisla- 
tures of 1927 and 1929. 

Diversion Plan Opposed. 


Vigorous opposition already has 
been aroused in both the senate and 
house to any diversion plan, or to any 
other scheme which means, when 
adopted, encroachment upon the road- 
building program for the state. Cap- 
tain Barnett has informed Speaker 
Russell that his department expects 
to receive a little more than $11,000,- 
000 for the fiscal year ending July 1 
and that contracts have been let and 
other obligations made, which call for 
the expenditure of a little more than 
$10,500,000. This would leave, he 
said, only $549,243.97 to be used in 
matching federal aid appropriations 
which are even now available. There 
is also the possibility of additional 
federal aid during the year in view 
of President Hoover's efforts to speed 
up construction projects so as to re- 
lieve the unemployment problem. 

So far as official attention goes, as 
contrasted~with informal diScussion, 
the house is giving its most serious 
consideration of the plan advanced by 
Chairman Culpepper, of the house 
ways and means committee, to trans- 
fer the state’s title to the railroad 
rentals to the state highway board, 
bo?tow $5,000,000 from the board and 
let the highway department, if and 
when it desires, hypothecate’ the 
rentals in such amount as may be 
necessary to keep its program under 


way. 
Attack on Plan Widespread. 

Opposition to crippling the highway 
program has come not alone from 
friends of Speaker Russell, whose elec- 
tion over Secretary of State George 
Carswell is attributed to ‘his eppo- 
sition to any diversion of highway 
money for any purpose other than 
road building, but also from members 
who supported Mr. Carswell and who 
are outspoken in declarations that 
the financial affairs of the state re- 
quire emergency treatment. 

There is strong objection in both 
branches of the assembly to any extra 
levy of taxes, although bills to put 
a sales tax on public utilities and to 
require public utilities to return for 
taxation their holdings- on the same 
basis that they value their property 
in appraisals for the Georgia public 
service commission are getting much 
serious consideration of legislative 
leaders.
